Services held fci 
juniors killed in car crash 



Funeral services for two Antioch High 
School juniors killed in a car crash in 
Rockford last Wednesday night wexe held 
Saturday and Monday, 

The students were killed when their 
station wagon was struck broadside by 
another car at the notoriously dangerous 
intersection northwest of Rockford at Owen " 
Center and Latham Roads, 

The two students, Brian E, Beal, 1?, of 
500 First St„ and Daniel P, Verkeyn, P, of 
9o3t Victoria St., were returning home for 
the Antioch sectional basketball tourna- 
ment in Rockford. 

Another passenger in the car, Timothy 
A. Webb, 16, of Grass Lake Road, a junior 
at Antioch High also, suffered minor 
injuries, 

Winnebago County authorities said 
• Beal, the driver of the car, was headed east 
on Latham Road and apparently stopped 
for a stop sign before proceeding into the 
inrersection when his car was hit on the 
driver's side. [ 

The southbound car whkh struck BeaTs 
station wagons contained two Rockford 
residents who were also killed. Dale B, 
Walker, and Kim E. Johnson, both 21, 

The Beal jcar flipped over several times 
i» a nearby snow-covered field before 
coming so rest. 
Authorities said the driver's sade of the' 



vehicle was caved-in from the impact and 
the top flattened as a result of the rollover. 
Beal was pinned in the car. 

The car carrying the Rockford victims 
flew into the air after the collision for more 
than 100 feet before coming to rest upside 
down in six feet of water in Mud Creek. 

-Winnegago County Chief ..Deputy 
Coroner Ruth Anderson reported from 
blood samples that Walker was legally 
intoxicated based on standards set by the 
state. She said it has not been determined 
who was driving the vehicle containing the 
Rockford residents. 

Authorities added that because the 
accident occurred northwest of Rockford. 
the Antioch students may have gotten lost 
when trying to return home after the game. 

The intersection at which they were 
stopped is a two-way stop for Latham Road 
Traffic. Winnebago County sheriff's police 
reported. About a dozen people have been 
killed at that intersection in the past six 
years, they added. 

Beal was one of the top five students in 
his class and played football and was on the 
wrestling team. Verkeyn was also a top 
student and was on the track and cross 
country teams.

Editor: 

1 am writing this in reference to the water sewerage 
problem we have on Gary's Drive. 

1 have attended two meetings regarding this problem: 
the first approximately five years ago and the other a 
couple of weeks ago. 

At the meeting five years ago, I was told that the Village 
was going to try to correct the problem by a TV survey and 
a smoke test of some kind regarding the sewers. 

During this five-year lapse of time, 1 have not seen any • 
results or solutions to the problem. 

At the last meeting 1 attended, I was told that theywcre 
in the process of another survey and that to get any kind of 
government.grant would take another two or three years, if 
, J not longer. 

1 was also told that if you have an over-hung sewer, it 
would solve the problem of back-up. I do have an 
over-hung sewer and did-have a back-up recently. As you* 
can see, this does not solve the problem.

I was also told that if you have two sump pumps it would 
be of some help. 1 have one sump pump and naturally it • 
helps, but it does not solve the problem. 

Since I pump the water out onto the ground, it recycles 
and returns underground; therefore, all I am doing is 
re-pumping the same water. 

I strongly suggested at the meetings that I do not 
believe the sewers arc of adequate size to accommodate _ 
the homes presently in the area - and adding more homes 
will simply magnify the problem. 

Also, I cannot believe it makes for neighborly feelings 
when each resident is constantly pumping water onto his 
neighbor's property. 

In lieu of attending yet another Village meeting and 
debating this problem endlessly, I decided to write this- 
letter in hopes that it may produce some results, one way

Oakwood Knolls flooding," she said. 

Supt. of Public Works Walt Shcpard said 
he will have an inspector on full-time to 
make sure that all the utility systems arc 
installed correctly. 

Patrovsky also said he would provide the 
necessary storm water run-off. for. any 
existing tiles that adjoin his property. 

Mayor Michael Haley told Mrs. Xubke- 

man that through engineering, the water 
problem she feared "can be solved." 

AT THE VILLAGE BOARD meeting, the 
board decided to accept the bid of Antioch 
Excavating Company in Antioch for' the 
Williams Park Improvement project in the 
amount of S29.337. 

Amundsen explained that the bid was 
the lower than the two received for the 
project and that it originally was for 
$44,767. The board decided to eliminate 
two items in the improvement proposals, 
including .the installment of a chain link 
fence, in order to okay the project. 

Improvements will include gravel for 
parking, seeding for grass and black dirt. 



Since the board received $28,100 from a 
previous grant for the project, it will cost 
the village $1,237 for Williams Park 
improvement. 

Also, Trustee Vern Barnstable an- 
nounced at the meeting that there will now 
be weight limits on all the roads in the 
village. He added that the public works 
committee knows "roads have to be 
repaired and we'll get on them." 

c.Also, the board okayed a contract with 
Lake County planning assistance for 
$2,208, half of which will be subsidized by 
Lake County. 

The board also approved a contract for 
grant services with International Systems. 
Inc. for $19,000 to be rc-imbursed in a 
two-year period if the firm is unsuccessful 
in securing grants in excess of the contract 
amount. 

Trustee William Seemann recommended 
hiring the firm to seek grants that the 
village has no knowledge of. Village Clerk 
Marilyn Sterbenz explained that the village 
would only lose the interest on the $19,000 
if no grants are received.

What ts.a Homeowner's insurance policy? That's a good 

question. I'm glad you asked. 

You can buy fire insurance*. You can buy liability 
insurance. You can buy theft, insurance. A homeowner's 
insurance policy is a package policy that combines these 
coverages and more. 

The typical homeowner's policy insures you against loss 
of your home, loss of personal property in that home, and 
-liability arising out of your ownership of the house. 

Homeowner's policies are generally divided into two 
parts; property and liability coverages. This week and next 
we will talk about the property coverages. 

First, we'll talk about the amounts of coverage on the 
different types of property. Then next week, we'll talk 
about what perils arc covered. * 

The property coverages in a Homeowner's policy 
generally key off the face amount on the house itself. The 
amount of coverage on property other than the. house is 
generally a certain percentage of the coverage on the 
house. 

The standard ratios in homeowner-2 and homeowncr-3 
policies are: 

Property Covered 

House 

Detached structures 

contents 

additional living expense 

The detached structures coverage applies to any 
separate buildings on the property such as a detached 
garage, shed, or a boat-house. 

Contents refers to the personal property you keep in 
. your home: furnishings, tools, clothes, etc. Business 
property is generally excluded. 

Additional living expense refers to the extra expenses 
you incur because you can't live in your house after a Tire: 
hotel and cleaning bills, for example. 

The companies generally pay the actual incurred 
expenses after ihey exceed what you normally spent to 
, support yourself. 

This column is a discussion of the provisions generally ■ 
found in homeowner's insurance policies. To know exactly 
what is and is not in your policy, you would have to read 
the policy; itself. •

When Lloyd "Red" Murrie, AnttochV 
VIP for 1979, started his position as 
Township Supervisor, he was given a file 
cabinet with three drawers to work with, 
and he moved It into his gas station on Park 
and Main Streets. 

*-'But then again, that was in 1954 and the 
township had only about 4,000 or 5,000 
residents. Now it has about 15,000 resi- 
dents, he said, 

Murrie said he has seen the township 
grow tremendously in the 22 years he was 
supervisor. 

After about five or six years of working 
out of an office' he created in his Standard 
Service Station, he then opened an office 
on the west side of Main Street and then 
moved. to an office space near the Village 
Hall, in what is now the Antioch Chamber 
of Commerce office. 

HIS BIGGEST JOB as township super- 
visor, he said, was "helping the indigent 
people, sort of a poor master." . . 

He was responsible for finding housing 
for the poor, issuing food orders, and 
helping with rent and medical attention for 
the underprivileged. 

During his term in the late '50s, he 
initiated the construction of a garage in 



Industrial Park to house the township's 
highway equipment. 

Also, he started the project for a new 
township building, which is now located 
east of Rte, 83 on Rte, 173. 

It was financed through federal revenue 
sharing funds and Murrie said because he 
retired from office in 1976, "I never got to 
sit in the new building," he chuckled. 

MURRIE, WAS ALSO a member of the 
Lake County Board, starting in 1954 when 
he won his first election for township 
supervisor, He explained that during that 
time, the township supervisor was auto- 
matically given a seat on the county board, 

Then in 1970 the new Illinois Constitu- 
tion declared that the two were separate 
♦jobs and Murrie then ran for that office and 
won again on the Republican ticket. 

He served on the board until last year, 
when he retired as dean of the board — 
having served longer than any member on 
the board, 

Murrie, who graduated from Antioch 
High School in 1929 and later married 
classmate Louise Simons, was also active 
in several clubs and organizations in town.' 

■ He was on the Antioch Rescue Squad for 
20 yearsT belonged to. the Lions Club, 1 
Moose Lodge and the Masons.
